More than 750 local resi­ 
dents, meeting in a prolong­ 
ed Arlington Heights Cau­ 
cus session Monday night, 
! chose a live-man slate to 
carry the Caucus banner in 
the Aprif 18 village elec­ 
tion. 
The public deliberation 
lasted over five hours, but 
brought about the selection 
of Caucus candidates f o r 
village president, t h r e e 
trustee seats’ and village 
clerk. 
Elected handily on the first 
ballot to represent the Caucus 
for village president was John 
G. Woods, 501 Windsor dr., an 
attorney. 
Slated to run for trustee 
were Richard A. Glantz, 202 S. 
Stratford rd.; Norval B. Ste­ 
phens, 330 S. Bristol; and Wil­ 
liam J. Moore, 6 S. Waterman. 
Selected as village clerk can­ 
didate was Mrs. Alberta Foer- 
ster. 1541 N. Ridge. 


BEFORE VOTING, residents 
heard Edward Huster, general 
chairman of the Caucus, de­ 
clare “the Caucus is not a 
political party,” and Donald 
Whiting, chairman of the can­ 
didate recommendation com­ 
mittee, 
repudiate 
“pre-elec­ 
tioneering and pre-slating.” 
Following the introduction 
of candidates recommended by 
Whiting’s 21-member commit­ 
tee. nominations were opened 
to the floor. Nominated were 
Jerome B. Mockenhaupt, 818 
N. Harvard, for president, and 
Warren 
Petersen. 
118 
S. 
Prindle, and Moore for trus­ 
tees. 
On the first ballot, 733 votes 
were cast for president. Woods 
received 
381, 
Mockenhaupt 
194, and Robert B. Bishop. 530 
S. Chestnut, 158. Woods gar­ 
nered more than a majority 
and was declared elected. 
IN THE VOTE for village 
clerk, 726 ballots were cast. 
Mrs. Foerster received 377 and 
Howard C. Sorensen, 1717 W. 
Oakton st., collected 349. 
. 
It took five ballots to elect 
the three trustee candidates. 
None of the nine candidates 
running could muster a major­ 
ity on the first ballot. Doug­ 
las A. Brown. 1323 W. Sigwalt, 
the low vote getter was elim­ 
inated in accordance with Cau­ 
cus by-laws. 
The second ballot brought 
about the election of Glantz, 
with 
Fred 
Jasper. 
717 
N. 
Chestnut, 
withdrawing 
and 
Bishop being eliminated. 
On the third ballot, no can­ 
didate received a majority and 
Edgar F. Neas, 201 N. Brigh­ 
ton, was 
eliminated. 
The 
fourth 
ballot witnessed 
the 
election of Stephens and the 
elimination of Petersen. 
THUS THE STAGE was set 
for the final ballot and the eve­ 
ning's most spirited contest 
between Moore and John J. 
Walsh Jr., 675 Clarendon ct. 
An 
unidentified 
resident 
stood to ask chairman Hus­ 
ter if Moore had been consid­ 
ered by the candidate recom­ 
mendation committee. Huster 
referred the question to Whit­ 
ing. 
Whiting answered, “ Yes. Bill

“If I fail in 
the election here tonight, I 
shall not head up an opposi­ 
tion party as has been widely 
rumored.”

Ask Referendum 
For Annexation 


The board of commissioners 
of the Arlington Heights park 
district Tuesday passed an 
ordinance 
petitioning 
t h e 
county court to call a refer­ 
endum for the annexation of 
240 acres located in the ex­ 
tr e m e southeastern corner of 
the village. 
The tract is divided into 
two parts, the 80-acre Park 
Manor subdivision and 
the 
160-acre Kirchhoff subdivision 
lying to the east. 
The latter 
parcel is an industrial area 
and part of the village of Mf. 
Prospect. 


THE TO BE-annexed land 
is bounded by Central rd., 
Dryden ave., 
Fairview 
st. 
and Waterman ave. 
Tom Thornton, park district 
director, told the Herald res­ 
idents of the Park Manor sub­ 
division have indicated a de­ 


sire to be annexed to the (As­ 
trict. 
A tentative time table sets 
the referendum date for Sat­ 
urday, April 15. It will be up 
to the county judge to final­ 
ize the date, Thornton noted. 


LATER THIS month 
the 
park commissioner are ex­ 
pected to decide if proposi­ 
tions concerning the Scars­ 
dale Estates subdivision and 
unincorporated areas to the 
south of the village should be 
included in the referendum. 


“We have been 
working 
hard to keep park 
district 
boundaries the same as vil­ 
lage boundaries,” 
Thornton 
said. 
He pointed out that 
all voters of the district will 
take part in the April refer­ 
endum. 


Building com m issioner! 
Harold Best ordered work 
stopped Monday on a con­ 
struction job being under­ 
taken by Consumers com­ 
pany, a ready-mix concrete 
operation, at the village’s 
inactive sewage treatment 
plant. 
Best said he delivered t h e 
verbal stop work order be­ 
cause a building permit had 
not been issued for the job. 
“I was not aware of this 
construction until Saturday,” 
Best told the Herald Wednes­ 
day. “Work was ordered stop­ 
ped until the village and the 
company reach an agreement 
on the company’s relocation.” 


ACCORDING to v i l l a g e 
manager L. A. Hanson, Con­ 
sumers company representa­ 
tives asked several weeks ago 
if they could begin to pour 
building foundations, at the 
sewage plant to take advan­ 
tage of the mild winter wea­ 
ther. 
Hanson said he assured the 
company it would be proceed­ 
ing “at its own risk” and that 
permission to begin constric­ 
tion “should in’ no way be 
construed 
as 
an 
indication 
that the zoning board of ap­ 
peals will rule favorably on 
the relocation petition.” 
The zoning board is current­ 
ly studying a petition filed by 
t h e 
village 
of 
Arlington 
Heights which asks for a zon­ 
ing variation at the sewage 
plant to permit the ready-mix 
firm to move there from its 
present location at 301 W. 
Northwest hwy. 


THE 
9.5 
ACRE 
sewage 
plant, inoperative since 1958, 
is located at the southeastern 
corner of the village south of 
the Chicago and North West­ 
ern railroad tracks. The vil­ 
lage seeks t h e variation on 
three acres. 
The zoning board voted at a 
hearing last Saturday to con­ 
tinue study of the proposal un­ 
til Saturday, Feb. 25. Some 80 
residents of residential areas 
surrounding the sewage plant 
appeared to protest the peti­ 
tion. 
Submitted on behalf of the 
Stonegate Home Owner’s as­ 
sociation was a letter protest­ 
ing 
the 
relocation 
on 
the 
grounds the village does not 
have the right to create a new 
zoning classification for Con­ 
sumers company, which was 
referred to as a heavy indus­ 
try. 
ALSO SUBMITTED w a s a 


petition voicing the objections 
of 186 residents representing 
132 properties in the vicinity 
of the sewage plant. 
The zoning board indicated 
Saturday it could not rule on 


the village’s petition until a 
contract has been signed with 
the company. Village attorney 
Stephen Jurco said the con­ 
tract may be completed by 
February 20. 


Tragic Mishap 
Tot’s Death 
Accidental 


Last week’s tragic death of a 4-year-old Arlington 
Heights boy was ruled accidental Saturday by a coro­ 
ner’s jury. 
The jury deliberated in Black’s funeral home, 207 
N. Vail, to investigate the death of Michael Sokolski, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Sokolski, 726 N. Chicago. 
The boy was strangled Fri-i 
day when his arm became 
caught in a washing ma­ 
chine "wringer. 
According to police, the 
boy plugged in the w ash­ 
ing machine, turned it on, 
and caught his arm in 
t h e 
wringer. He died of strangu­ 
lation. 


THE BOY was discovered 
by a 14-year-old sister, Chris­ 
tine, who was caring for Mi­ 
chael and two sisters, 
Jo 
Anne, 6, and 
Patricia, 
2, 
while Mrs. Sokolski visited a 
relative in a nearby hospital 
and Sokolski was at w'ork in 
Chicago. 
An ambulance rushed the 
boy to Northwest Community 
hospital about noon Friday, 
and he was pronounced dead 
shortly after 
arrival 
there. 
Doctors worked for 45 min­ 
utes to revive him, but to no- 
avail. 
Christine Sokolski told po­ 
lice Michael was in the base­ 
ment playing wuth his train 
and she and her sisters were 
upstairs. She said she noticed 
the electric power shut off at 
11:50 a.m. and went to the 
basement to investigate. 
POLICE theorize the bur­ 
den on the washing machine

Discuss any facet of state 
government and you wind up 
right back at the place of be­ 
ginning, namely, money. 
Virtually 
every 
day 
the 
metropolitan newspapers car­ 
ry stories relating to deficits 
in the appropriations for the 
common school fund, the Pub­ 
lic Aid Commission, various 
state code departments — al­ 
most every 
branch 
of our 
state will be short of funds 
before the end of the bi-en- 
nium on June 30, 1961. 
Governor Kerner has talked

treat all

of * our 
population fairly, 
we 
must 
a p p r o v e a constitutional 
amendment which will give 


the Legislature the leeway it 
needs. 
last week I introduced 
a 
resolution (HJR ll) for 
an 
amendment to the Revenue 
Article. Co-sponsors with me 
were men such as Represen­ 
tatives Robert Marks, Abner.j 
Mikva, 
Anthony 
Scariano, 
Paul Simon, Jack Rairstow 
and others. 
It is a short Revenue Ar­ 
ticle. 
It is easily read and 
understood. 
It meets every 
test of a good Revenue Ar­ 
ticle. It provides simply that 
' “the legislature shall have 
the power to levy such taxes 
as it deems necessary.” It 
further permits the legisla­ 
ture to classify property. 


THIS LAST part will cure 
what is generally agreed to 
be the 
most 
objectionable 
part of our present Revenue 
Article — the uniformity pro­ 
vision. This proposal will al­ 
low the legislature to put real 
and personal property into 
separate classes, 
and 
tax 
them at different rates. 
It 
will give a measure of relief 
to the home owner who is be­ 
ing racked with higher 
and 
higher real estate taxes. 
It will also allow further 
classification of p e r s o n a l 
property into at least 
t w o 
classes, tangible 
(things you 
can see and feel) and intan­ 
gible (stocks, bonds, etc.) and 
tax them at different rates. 
It will allow the legislature 
to exempt household 
furni­ 


ture from the personal prop­ 
erty tax. It will permit home­ 
stead exemptions 
for home 
owners. 
It will, in short, permit us 
to do what almost every oth­ 
er state does, and spread the 
cost of state and local gov­ 
ernment more equitably. 
IT WILL allow the legisla­ 
ture to exempt food or 
any 
other item from the sales tax. 
And it will allow these taxes 
to be levied directly instead 
of making us go through vari­ 
ous legal fictions, such 
as 
taxing the privileges of doing 
business at retail because a 
direct sales tax is prohibited 
by the Constitution. 
This proposal does one more 
thing — it seeks to eliminate 
the 5% bonding limitation on 
corporate 
authorities. 
This 
limitation has been the big­ 
gest stumbling block to con­ 
solidation of school districts 
and is the sole reason for our 
having so many overlapping 
governmental 
agencies. The 
bond market, we feel, 
will 
serve as a natural limitation 
to keep corporate authorities 
from going wild on bond is­ 
sues. 
It should be clearly under­ 
stood that we can raise all 
the money necessary to op­ 
erate our state 
and 
local 
governments under the pres­ 
ent Revenue Article. The evil 
we seek to correct is that the 
present Article is so inflexible 
that we cannot change

Frustrated Forest View residents south of Arling­ 
ton Heights—sure of death, taxes and an annual flood­ 
ing—have had their hackles raised over the appointment 
of three commissioners to the Weller Creek drainage 
district.

PART OF the Weller Creek 
drainage district’s problem is 
that it is a farm drainage 
system 
which 
hasn’t 
been 
able to absorb the shock of 
rapid growth. Once a system 
threading through nothing but 
farm land, it has since be­ 
come a problem as complicat 
ed as the Gordian Knot. 
The district (if Mt. Prospect 
can be considered 
detached) 
em braces an area running ap­ 
proximately from Central rd. 
on the north to Algonquin rd. 
on the south, from Busse rd. 
on the east to some point west 
of Arlington Heights State rd. 
on the west. 
Weller creek, a tributary of 
the Des Plaines River, drains 
an area of about 17 square 
miles. According to a report 
prepared by the State Division 
of Waterways, “Further flood 
damage is inevitable if exist­ 
ing stream conditions are not 
corrected, and each runoff is 
greater and more damaging 
than the previous.” 
The state report advocated 
an 
“interim 
design 
plan” 
which would 
feature a dual 
channel near the river, exca­ 
vations, approach structures, 
removal of some bridges and 
building of others to provide 
adequate drainage. The esti­ 
mated cost: $1,577,000. 


FOLLOWING 
issuance 
of 
the report, the village of Mt. 
Prospect dispatched a letter 
to the Division of Waterways 
urging that Weller Creek—or 
at least that part of it which 
runs through the built-up area 
of the village—be completely 
enclosed. 
The 
ditch 
which 
r u n s 
through the village has been 
labeled a “health and safety” 
hazard by the East Westbrook 
Parents’ Safety committee, a 
group of 
concerned 
parents 
fearful of the consequences of 
having the creek so close to 
the Westbrook grade school 
in Wego Park, Mt. Prospect. 
According to reports of Mt. 
Prospect officials, the village 
in 1949 chose to join the Met­ 
ropolitan 
Sanitary 
District 
rather than bear the awe-in­ 
spiring costs 
of 
building 
a 
sewage disposal plant. 
The sanitary district in 1951 
and 1952 installed two huge 
interceptor sewers along Well­ 
er Creek and in the Feehan- 
ville area of Mt. 
Prospect, 
the other “farm ” 
drainage 
system which had previously 
served the community. 


WHILE THESE interceptors 
solved the village’s sanitary 
sewage disposal problem, 
it 
apparently 
did 
nothing 
to 
ease the drainage in the old 
districts.

Grove Village, another m em ­ 
ber of the regular Democratic

self with records which the 
former attorney for the drain­ 
age district, Aribert Wild of 
Palatine, has promised him 
before pressing for action. 
Commissioner Thulin 
says

court for a ruling on the ques 
tion of the treasurer’s status. 
George Coticchio, attorney 
for the Hatlen Heights Civic 
association, 
which has been 
m eeting with the Forest View 
Citizens’ committee, said the 
detachment order which di­ 
vorced the drainage district 
from Mt. Prospect 
is dated 
April 17, 1957. He says the 
order (General No. 57, County 
896) states: “All the detached 
area will become the proper­ 
ty of Mt. Prospect. The village 
will be charged with the duty 
of keeping such property in 
repair.” (Approximately IO to 
15 per cent of the 330 homes 
in the Hatlen Heights subdi­ 
vision are affected by flooding 
problems, he estim ates.) 
Klehm, while an incumbent 
Republican 
justice 
of

peace in Elk Grove township, 
feels 
that 
politics 
has 
no 
place in solving the problem. 
He produced photographs and 
records of the citizens’ 
com ­ 
m ittee of flooding going back 
to 1942 to show the efforts 
the 
group 
has 
exerted 
to 
reach a solution. 
“I don’t think the com m is­ 
sioners actually 
knew what 
the Weller 
Creek 
drainage 
district was. I think they’re 
only concerned with the creek 
proper 
(that flows through 
Mt. Prospect).”

Klehm feels 
the 
residents of the drainage dis­ 
trict must have representation 
if the

tively and cover with waxed 
paper or pliofilm. 


THE4 VEGETABLES have 
more flavor, actually, if not 
too cold. Room temperature is 
just about right. A sprinkling 
of

garnish over the top of the 
vegetables 
adds both

and flavor. Additional dres­ 
sing can be served on the 
side. 
To go with a casserole of 
macaroni, ham and cheese, 
the vegetable might be arti­ 
choke hearts, carrots, limas 
and tiny canned beets.

Maine East Matmen Top Prospect District 


IN DECEMBER THE American Association of Health, 
Physical Education, and Recreation released the Pohndorf 
Report on the comparative physical fitness of British and 
American youth. Using the AAHPER fitness test of seven 
items, Dr. Pohndorf of the University of Illinois tested 10,000 
English, Scotch, Welsh, and Irish youth between IO and IT 
years of age and compared the findings with American chil­ 
dren of the same ages given the same tests. He found that 
British girls rated 23% above American girls and that British 
boys rated 14% above American boys. 
The only item where Americans rated higher was “ arm 
power” tests (baseball throw). 
The conclusion Is rather 
shocking ana reveals that the rapidly changing mode of Amer­ 
ican living is taking its toll on fitness of American youth. 
These tests, given to two predominantly Anglo Saxon nations, 
are more comparable than any given to date. 
The result is to be expected. Physical Education in this 
country is still geared too much to the recreation type of ac­ 
tivities which may amuse and entertain young people but do 
not get tile job done as far as physical fitness is concerned. 
It is time that physical educators and those adm inistrators 
responsible for setting up a curriculum, took stock of their 
offerings and policies in the schools and substituted more body 
building and endurance type activities for the recreational 
games. 
More emphasis on tumbling, trampoline, weight lifting. 
rope climbing, wrestling, calisthenics, modern dance, gym­ 
nastics, fitness stunts, swimming, and track work in running 
and jumping, are needed. Such activities as basketball, volley­ 
ball. touch football, ping pong, badminton, etc. should be em ­ 
phasized and used in a limited manner only to provide some 
variety in an otherwise rigorous fitness program. 
♦ 
WE BECOME A BIT IRKED at times when sports writers 
take off on men like Dr. Conant and charge that the “egg­ 
heads” are trying to knock sports out of the school program. 
Dr. Conant made a comprehensive study • of public high 
schools and junior highs in the United States. His reports in­ 
dicate that on the high school level there are spots in the 
country where over emphasis on sports hurts the rest of the 
program. He has justified the activities program and the vo­ 
cational curriculum in the comprehensive high school as im­ 
portant to a full education. 
For this, the groups who believe in education only for the 
superior and in a return to academic fundamentals, etc., crit­ 
icize Dr. Conant rather severely. The only real criticism of 
athletics we have heard Dr. Conant mention in the three times 
we have heard him speak or in the books and articles he has 
written have been against high powered football promotion in 
the 7th and 8th grades in which the team s play before big 
crowds in lighted stadiums with marching bands and all the 
rest of the glamour activities. 
This criticism is aimed mostly at the southwest and par­ 
ticularly Texas. In the suburban area Dr. Conant or any other 
investigator of schools would find little to criticize in the par­ 
ticipation of grade school boys in athletics. Most adm inistra­ 
tors in the suburbs have a pretty good philosophy concerning 
sports. Some of them do have a hard time holding to that 
philosophy in view of ambitious parent and community pres­ 
sure. Most of the criticism would be against the way sports 
are promoted and handled outside of school by community 
groups.

Need Deeper Study 


Communism and the threat it pre­ 
sents to free institutions appears to be 
emerging as a subject of high interest 
at the grass roots level throughout the 
nation. 


In our northwest suburbs, this inter­ 
est is evidenced by the formation of 
church study groups, increased activity 
by Americanism committees of patrio­ 
tic organizations, and the appearance 
before various civic and business groups 
of anti-Communist lecturers, often ac­ 
companied by films and literature. 


Perhaps such interest has been stim­ 
ulated by discussion of Communism 
during the Presidential election. Per­ 
haps it can be attributed to the recent 
publicity concerning efforts to abolish 
the House Un-American Activities com­ 
mittee. 


In any event, we welcome efforts to 
alert all segments of our society to the 
menace that Communism poses for our 
democratic form of government. 


There are indications, however, that 
the attitudes of some members of these 
groups are endangering the very values 
that distinguish our system of govern­ 
ment from those totalitarian countries 
with which we are locked in combat. 


These values are derived from such 
documents as the Constitution, the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, and Bill of 
Rights. 


They include such guarantees as the 
right to hold varying political beliefs, 
including membership in the Commu­ 
nist party, freedom of the press, free­ 
dom of speech, freedom from self in­ 
crimination, and the right of petition. 


Too often the magnitude of the 
Communist threat appears to stimulate 
an emotional response among our pop­ 
ulace that equates any deviation from 
the norm or threat to the status quo 
with subversion. For example: 


—To suggest that no agreement on 
disarmament can be reached without 
the inclusion of Red China at the con­ 
ference table is to become the hand­ 
maiden of world Communism. 


—To urge the unilateral halting of 


nuclear weapons testing is to be duped 
by fellow travelers. 


—To oppose prior censorship of 
press or motion pictures is to be accus­ 
ed of abetting a Red conspiracy to cor­ 
rupt the minds of our youth through 
pornography. 


—To question the merits of our re­ 
ligious institutions is to subscribe to 
atheistic Communism. 


—To petition for the disbanding of 
the House Un-American Activities com­ 
mittee is to flirt with treason, according 
to a member of the committee. 


It is not the intent of this editorial 
to lend Paddock Publications’ support 
to any of these causes or issues. 


Our purpose is to bring home the 
realization that the continued existence 
of our country as we know it requires 
more than a militant anti-Communist 
posture. 


It requires a dedication to those doc­ 
uments that protect the right of dis­ 
sent, publicly expressed. Only then will 
our survival be worthwhile. 


We therefore suggest that the Con­ 
stitution of the United States of Amer­ 
ica be studied along with the Commu­ 
nist Manifesto. 


We urge that the philosophy of Jeff­ 
erson be studied along with that of 
Marx, and that the pronouncements of 
Lenin be balanced with those of the dis­ 
tinguished jurist Learned Hand, who 
recognized the internal dangers that po­ 
litical tensions bring to free societies 
when he said: 


“That community is already in the 
process of dissolution where each man 
begins to eye his neighbor as a possible 
enemy, where nonconformity with the 
accepted creed, political as well as reli­ 
gious, is a mark of disaffection; where 
denunciation, without specification or 
backing, takes the place of evidence; 
where orthodoxy chokes freedom of 
dissent; where faith in the eventual su­ 
premacy of reason has become so timid 
that we dare not enter our convictions 
in the open lists, to win or lose.’’ 


Fund Appeals Multiply; 


Need for Planned Giving 


The fund drive season is getting into 
full suing, and between now and April 
northwest suburban residents can count 
on being solicited a couple of dozen 
times for various causes. 


In an attempt to reduce the num­ 
ber of solicitations some communities 
have newly organized combined ap­ 
peals; others are toying with the idea. 
Still other towns have abandoned collec­ 
tive fund drives when community inter­ 
est waned, and donations dropped. 


Whether confronted with one appeal 
or 25 fund drives (the number recorded 
last year in one area community), the 
person solicited can do much to relieve 
indecision, irritation, and needless em­ 
barrassment by following a few simple 
rules outlined in a pamphlet published 
by the Knox College Alumni Fund. 


In order to avoid the hurried fum­ 
bling for a dollar when confronted by a 
neighbor or the afterpangs of regret at 
having turned down a stranger for a 


worthy cause, the pamphlet suggests 
“planned giving.” 


The first step in the plan is to esti­ 
mate roughly at the beginning of the 
year the total amount you can afford to 
give away during the year. 


Secondly, apportion the total ten­ 
tatively in broad categories such as re­ 
ligious activities, educational projects, 
community services, and national wel­ 
fare appeals. 


The third step is to assign a figure 
for specific activities within each cate­ 
gory. 


Perhaps the first year of a planned 
donation schedule will require adjust­ 
ments, with new causes being brought 
to your attention, and old ones receiv­ 
ing less than intended, notes the pamph­ 
let. 
By the second go round, however, a 
formula should be worked out that will 
make for more intelligent, smoother 
contributing.

The current tempest over three University of 
Chicago professors’ report on the press’s coverage of 
the vote fraud story highlights some common mis­ 
understandings between the public and the profes­ 
sion. 
It seems to show that neither the academicians 
nor the Fourth Estate 
------------------------------------- 
members were clear as to 
the other’s purpose. 
The professors’ report 
set out to study whether 
the Chicago press w a s 
fair and impartial in i t s 
coverage of allegations of 
vote fraud. The report con­ 
cluded that it was not, but 
distorted the affair to the 
benefit of those launching 
the charges. 
The newspapers appear 
to have misinterpreted the 
intent of the report, for in 
editorial counter attac k s 
they complained that the 
authors were attempting a 
whitewash of the “v o t e 
fraud” charges. One attack 
on this position which the 
professors never took u p 
was that they had failed to 
contact any of the attor­ 
neys involved in the mat­ 
ter. 
TO DO SO would ha v e 
been a repititious gesture; 
it would not have ser v ed 
the purpose of throwing ad­ 
ditional light on the limits 
set by the professors o f 
studying the press’s role 
in the matter. 
The attor­ 
neys involved in the action 
had been 
amply 
quoted. 
Unless the p r o f e s s o r s 
wished to get their opinion 
as to the newspapers hand­ 
ling of the situ a t i o n, it 
would have been a useless 
inquiry. 
Whether the professor s 
made a 
convincing 
case 
against the bias which they 
say the newspapers exhibi­ 
ted is another question. It 
would appear that thes e 
political scientists are as 
unaware of the mechanics 
of printing a newspaper as 
the Fiji islander is ov e r 
the presence of t' e United 
Nations. 
In one instance, 
t h e y 
complained that the use of 
quotation marks w h i c h 
fenced in “irregularities” 
was a deliberate effort at 
overemphasis. But it is a 
common practice to s u r- 
round allegations with quo­ 
tation marks to show that 
the evidence isn’t convinc­ 
ing. 
The professors also were 
piqued over 
“misleading 
and “distorted” headlin e s 
which they felt were ex­ 
pressions foreign 
to 
the 
body of the story. 
Unfor­ 
tunately, the use of head­ 
lines introducing the read­ 
er to any controversial sto­ 
ry can be questioned. Pol­ 
icemen are often miffed ov­ 
er the press using “Cop” 
in a headline, feeling this 
is an attempt to deme an 
their profession. It is a rare 


vote, not a prescribed num­ 
ber. Since the electoral col­ 
lege was to meet whether 
this certification was made 
or not, Lippmann sta t e d 
there was no doubt to the 
outcome. 
His comments w e r e n’t 
exactly inaccessible, since 
a Chicago daily does carry 
his syndicated rem a r k s . 
But the Chicago news p a- 
pers continued to w r i t e 
about recounts and the like 
as if the outcome of the 
whole election continued to 
hang in balance. 


THE DEBATE was con­ 
tinued on the late hour “At 
Random” television sh ow 
this past Saturday wh e re 
Dr. Finer, one of the three 
professors involved, enga­ 
ged members of the working 
press 
in

tongued polemics. One o f 


the guests, M e r r i rn a n 
Smith, dean of the Wash­ 
ington press corps, best il­ 
lustrated the impasse which 
exists to an understanding 
of the mechanics of print­ 
ing. 
The late F.D.R., he re­ 
lated, once complained over 
tile presentation of a story, 
and said he would have 
listed some 18 items in the 
lead paragraph, and made 
sc number of points in the 
accompanying hea d I i n e. 
When Smith objected that 
this would constitute about 
seven or eight streamers 
of headline type and a 
monumental introduct o r y 
paragraph which would oc­ 
cupy a whole column o f 
type, 
Roosevelt retorted: 
“Don’t tell me any t h i ng 
about the newspaper busi­ 
ness. I used to be editor

Springfield Sidelights 
If Lincoln Was Back 
In State Assembly

This week marks the

birthday of A b r a h a m 
Lincoln, and sometimes 
it’s forgotten that he 
spent four terms in the 
Illinois House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
If Lincoln were to again 
enter the Illinois legislature, 
there are two measures 
which probably would inter­ 
est him greatly: the Equal 
Job Opportunities proposal 
and the Freedom of Resi­ 
dence proposal. 
Both are involved in tile 
struggle in which he was 
engaged, that our country 
should not be 
“half slave 
and half free.” 


SLAVERY IS no longer 
with us, 
but it cannot be 
denied that many of our fel­ 
low citizens are deprived of 
some of the opportunities 
others of us have, beacuse 
of the color of their skin, 
and in some cases because 
of their religious beliefs. 
Try to imagine, for a few 
minutes, that you are a 
Negro. 
If you apply for a job, the 
chances of your getting one 
for which you are qualified 
are much less than if you 
had white skin. If you want 
to buy a home or rent a 
home, you are restricted by 
custom and practice to cer­ 
tain sections of a city or 


Once a year a noted man 
will come to town with a 
sheaf of poems and a me­ 
tropolis can fill a hall to 
hear him or to see him. 
When the world was much 
younger and we used to 
live in Hyde Park we used 
to see people “out on the 
point” in Lake Michigan 
sunning 
and 
lolling 
and 
reading—of 
all 
things— 
poems. 
But can you recall riding 
a commuter train and see­ 
ing anyone guiltily reading 
a lyric? Such a view does 
not come to my mind. For 
a long time now we have 
been blaming poets because 
so much of modern poetry 
seems unintelligible. 
But much of it is not, 
and much of it incorporates 
better analysis of our age 
and our hearts than most 
of what sociology or psy­ 
chology produce. Perhaps 
we are too busy; 
still, a 
good sonnet can compress 
as much experience into 
fourteen lines as a reason­ 
ably good novel can in 
three hundred pages. We 
evidently bring small ex­ 
pectations to poetry and 
derive little from it. 
POEMS TALK, most of 
them do, about love and 
death; we are at a loss 
in the face of one—our 
lyricists 
cheapen 
it 
on 
jukeboxes—and 
afraid—of 
course—of the other. Poets 
strip bare too many layers 
of psyche for us to bear 
it, for our society often 
protects us from poetry. 
Only when we dare ap­ 
proach the larger vision 
dare we risk poetry. Maybe 
when it is intelligible we 
are more disturbed than 
when it is not. 
These musings are oc­ 
casioned by the appearance 
• in paper-back of a centen­ 
nial edition of Palgraves 
“The 
Golden 
Treasury” 
(Mentor, 75 cents). In it are 
690 great poems, about ten 
for a penny. Oscar Wil­ 
liams has brought the clas­ 
sic up to date with scores 
of twentieth century poems. 
I read around in it a 
while the other day and 
tried this device: read one 
older poem and one from 
recent decades. Often the 
grandeur is gone; the sort­ 
ing process of our time has 
not yet done its work. But 
Yeats is there, and Frost 
and Eliot and Moore and 
Auden and Thomas. Read­ 
ing 
them, 
one 
is 
not 
ashamed of the poetry of 
the time; he is only con­ 
scious of what the audience 
has been missing.

drop 
that 
newspaper, and try “The 
Golden Treasury” for IO 
minutes, one day a week. 
You will remember, once 
again, love and death—and 
life.

Illinois is the only 
major northern industrial 
state which does not have 
such a law. At the present 
time, if you have a preju­ 
dice against pocket hand­ 
kerchiefs and take away 
my 
pocket 
handkerchief, 
I can have you thrown 
into prison. But if you don’t 
like the color of my skin or 
my religion and take away 
my opportunity to earn a 
living, Illinois law now says 
nothing. 
A survey in Illinois a few 
years ago showed that more 
than one-fourth of the busi­ 
nesses in the state would 


not hire Jews. The figure 
for not employing Negroes 
was much higher. 
It is worth noting that 
many people who complain 
loudest about so many Ne­ 
groes being on our relief 
rolls are the same people 
who oppose measures which 
would give them an oppor­ 
tunity to work. 


THE FREEDOM of Resi­ 
dence bill would have Illi­ 
nois join states like Colorado 
which have a public policy 
that discrimination in the 
sale or rental of property is 
illegal. 
If someone would accuse 
you and me of 
would deny it 
But I'm afraid 
ty, in a sense, 
often we have 
Negroes, about 
our population, 


murder, we 
vigorously.

sub-standard housing areas 
—and Negroes account for

Whether you want to face 
it or not, the all-white, or 
all-Protestant, or all-Catho- 
lic, or all-gentile communi­ 
ties gradually will have to 
become a thing of the past. 
We are going to have to 
make mottos like “All men

“Love thy neighbor” great­ 
er realities. This is particu­ 
larly important in view of 
our current world struggle 
against Communism. 


IF LINCOLN were to join 
the Illinois legislature again 
these days, 
I don’t think 
there is much question how 
he would vote on these two 
bills. Until we adopt them, 
we are the “Land of Lin­ 
coln” on our license plates, 
but not in our laws.

H. B. Petty has reported 
that face flies might present 
one of the farm er’s most im­ 
portant 
insect 
problems

1961. 
“They will be just as bad 
as last year, if not worse,” he 
said. 
“They’ll probably be 
most severe in the northern 
one-half to two-thirds of Illi­ 
nois. 
So far they have not 
been troublesome in the south­ 
ern one-third to one-half. Face 
flies are so named because 
they cluster on the faces of 
cattle and horses.” 
Petty, describing the 1961 
insect outlook, spoke before 
the Illinois Custom Spray Op­ 
erators’ Training school.

Petty added that Hessian 
flies were at a peak in 1956. 
Then their numbers decreased 
until 1958. Now he warns that 
they are approaching another 
peak, which may occur this 
year in some areas. 
Northern counties can again 
expect a spittlebug problem. 
But it will not be serious. 
Central counties will have a 
light infestation. Since spittle- 
bugs attack hay, and hay is 
a surplus crop in many areas,

Soil tests help you by tell­ 
ing what to add to your lawn 
or garden to get the best plant 
growth. Testing in late win­ 
ter lets you correct soil nutri­ 
ent difficulties before spring 
growth begins. 
Soil testing prim arily tells 
whether the soil is acid, neu­ 
tral or alkaline, and how much 
of each plant food is present 
in the soil. 
Soil that is too 
acid or too alkaline causes 
plants to be weak or stunted. 
Their roots cannot develop 
properly and cannot make use 
of plant foods already in the 
soil. 
Improper soil reaction can 
be corrected by the addition 
of lime or sulfhur. Lime re­ 
duces acidity. Sulfhur or alum­ 
inum 
sulfate 
will 
increase 
acidity. 


NITROGEN, phosphorus and 
potassium are the m ajor plant 
food elements, and each is 
necessary 
in 
the 
correct 
amount for good growth of 
plants. 
Nitrogen 
stimulates 
quick growth and causes the 
dark green color of healthy 
leaves. Phosphorus is neces­ 
sary for root growth. Potas­ 
sium increases plant vigor and 
disease resistance. 
Ordinarily it isn’t necessary 
to test soils for minor ele­ 
ments such as copper, zinc, 
boron and others. Most soils 
contain enough of these ele­ 
ments to supply the very small 
amounts needed by the plants. 
Also, many fertilizers and wa­ 
ter supplies may contain small 
amounts of these materials. 
Fertilizer may be applied 
without testing the soil. Using 
recommended rates probably 
will not cause an oversupply 
of plant food, however, in do­ 
ing this, some plant food may 
be added which is not needed. 
It is quite easy to over apply 
materials used to correct soil 
reaction. Too much lime or 
sulphur can easily make the 
soil too alkaline or too acid. 


IF YOU WOULD like to have 
your soil tested, 
the Cook 
county Soil Testing laboratory 
will do it for a nominal fee. 
Tak a little soil from several 
places around the garden or 
lawn to a depth of 4 to 6 inch­ 
es. 
Mix the samples well, 
then take a cupful as the 
sample to be tested. 
If your soil is not all the 
same, 
send 
samples 
from 
more than one place. 
Mark 
the samples so you know 
which one came from each 
area, and also indicate what 
plants are growing in it. Let 


the samples become air dry 
before mailing. 
Address the package to: 
Cook County Soil Testing Lab­ 
oratory, 131st & Bell Road, 
R. I, Lockport, Illinois, and 
enclose $1.00 to cover the cost 
of testing each sample. 
After the tests, the testing 
laboratory will recommend the 
type and amounts of m aterials 
needed to improve your soil.

4 Reasons W liy State Will 
ai 
Stay Top Fertilizer User 


Illinois is likely to maintain 
its position as one of the top 
states in fertilizer use, a Uni­ 
versity of Illinois agronom ist 
said recently. 


S. R. Aldrich reported that 
in just 20 years Illinois far­ 
m ers have changed from very 
lim ited users of fertilizers to 
the highest in the country. He 


believes that they will con­ 
tinue to boost their fertilizer 
use for these reasons: 
—Larger 
yields 
rem ove 
more nutrients from the soil. 
—The soil’s supply of nitro­ 
gen must be higher as the 
yield potential goes up. 
—Higher yields increase pro­ 
duction efficiency and give a 
farm er more net return with 
which to buy needed fertiliz­ 
er. 


THF. TREND toward more 
crop specialization raises fer­ 
tilizer demand. For exam ple, 
when 1,000 acres of corn re­ 
place 1,000 acres of oats, far­ 
m ers need about 25 extra tons 
of nitrogen and half that much 
extra 
potassium , 
but 
little 
change in phosphorus. 
When 
corn replaces wheat, nitrogen 
and potassium needs go up, 
but 
phosphorus 
need 
goes 
dowm. 
In the future, fertilizer rec­ 
om m endations will give more 
attention to the natural fer­ 
tility, 
subsoil 
nutrients 
and 
production potentials. 
Recent research has shown 
that nutrient needs vary with 
the stage of crop growth. This 
m ay lead to fertilizer applica­ 
tion to m eet specific needs of 
crops at the critical stages. 
In the future, higher crop 
yields and the drain on native 
soil reserves of minor ele­ 
m ents will result in new de-

A group of University of Il­ 
linois dairy biochemists are 
working to answer a question 
that has for centuries puzzled 
scientists and laymen alike. 
The question: How do cows 
make milk? 
To carry out the research, 
U. of I. scientist Bruce Larson 
and his associates have kept 
cow udder tissue cells alive in 
laboratory test tubes for more 
than two and a half years. 
Larson said that for a short 
time the test tube cells ac­ 
tually continue to make milk 
in the laboratory. 
After a few days, however, 
the milk-making process stops. 
But the cells continue to grow 
and organize as if they were 
still in the cow.

day unlock enough secrets to 
explain how' milk is produced 
in the cow s udder.

Illinois Farmers ’ Outlook 
Soybeans: It Looks 
Like Time to Sell 


By T. A. HIERONYMUS 


There is little doubt that we 
will scrape the bottom of the 
soybean barrel this year. Car­ 
ry-over will be close to ten 
million bushels, which is the 
minimum pipeline supply. The 
uncertainty has to do with the 
price at which all of the beans 
can be used up. 
How well the supply can be 
made to last will depend on 
the price. It is clear that at 
$2 a bushel there will not be 
enough to last all season. At 
some higher price we may 
price so many users out of the 
market that there will be too 
many beans. As this happens 
we will need to put the price 
back down to get some cus­ 
tomers back in the store. 


IF CROP AND carry-over 
were estimated correctly, the 
supply is large enough to seed 
IO per cent more acres, carry­ 
over IO million bushels, pro­ 
cess 400 million for oil and 
meal, and export 140 million. 
Last year the crush was 392 
million and exports were 142 
million. During the first four 
months of this season, both 
crush and exports were above 
year-before levels. 
If exports total 140 million 
bushels, the remaining supply 
of 
soybeans 
will 
permit 
a 


crush of about the same size 
as last year’s. 
During Janu- 
ary-September of last year, 
soybean meal averaged $54.50. 
The current price of beans is 
reflecting a 
meal 
price 
of 
over $60 a ton. 
Livestock 
numbers are moderately larg­ 
er and should average a bit 
higher in price than they did 
last year. 
At current meal 
prices customers are probably 
being lost pretty rapidly; we 
are likely to lose too many if 
the price goes above $60 to 
$62. 


A CRUSH OF 400 million 
will require record exports of 
fats and oils, i The world is 
basically 
more 
abundantly 
supplied with edible fats and 
oils than it was last year, 
when prices were much lower 
than they are now. 
Produc­ 
tion of such competing oil- 
bearing materials as peanuts, 
coconuts and sunflower seed is 
up sharply from last year. All 
that is holding the price of oil 
so strong is the huge giveaway 
operation of the USDA. Even 
with the huge USDA programs, 
we must depend on large sales 
for dollars. Current prices are 
probably driving some of this 
business away. 


In 
the 
October-December 


quarter, exports of soybeans 
were 
five 
million 
bushels 
above the year before. They 
were about the same in Jan­ 
uary. 
These 
exports 
sales 
were made at prices close to 
year-ago levels. 
Since then 
the price has gone up more 
than 50 cents. 
Today’s price 
is probably driving European 
processors away from U. S. 
soybeans to Africa to buy pea­ 
nuts. 
There is no way to be cer­ 
tain how the various users will 
react to higher prices, but it 
appears to me that current 
prices are more than high 
enough to ration out the sup­ 
ply- 
THERE IS MUCH specula­ 
tive enthusiasm for soybeans. 
The general public has bought 
huge quantites of soybean fu­ 
tures. 
Their enthusiasm has 
been fanned by suggestions 
from Washington about new 
farm legislation. 
When 
it 
is 
necessary to 
make a major readjustment 
upward in price to stretch the 
supply out, as it has been this 
year, the price usually over­ 
shoots its target. 
One thing 
seems certain: 
From 
some 
level or other there will be a 
major 
decline 
in 
soybean 
prices.

Nitrates Retard 
Hog Weight Gains 


University of Illinois tests 
have shown that nitrate added 
to swine rations significantly 
slows weight gains. 
A research assistant in ani­ 
mal 
science, 
J. 
T. 
Toilets 
added 0.61, 1.23, 1.84, 2.4 and 
3.17 per cent nitrate, as potas­ 
sium nitrate, to corn-soybean 
meal rations. A control group 
received no addition. He found 
that levels above 1.84 per cent 
significantly depressed gains. 
Additional tests confirmed 
that the nitrate, not the potas­ 
sium, caused the slower gains. 


IN ANOTHER test, Tollett 
added varying levels of ni­ 
trate and vitamin A to a milo 
diet fed to hogs. In all cases, 


regardless of the vitamin A 
level, the rate and efficiency 
of 
gain 
were 
significantly 
slower. 
Dietary nitrate also 
increased the methemoglobin 
level in the blood, and this 
response was not affected by 
vitamin A supplementation. 


I nother words, the vitamin 
A did not prevent the toxic 
effects of nitrate in swine. 


• Tollett explained that nitrate 
toxicity and vitamin A defi- 
ciences are becoming more 
serious in cattle and sheep. 
Vitamin A deficiencies occur 
even though the animals re­ 
ceive an adequate amount of 
the vitamin or carotene, the 


forerunner of vitamin A found 
in forages. 


THERE IS increasing evi­ 
dence that these two prob­ 
lems, 
nitrate 
toxicity 
and 
vitamin A deficiencies, 
are 
linked together. 
If so, it’s 
possible that they are increas­ 
ing because of increased levels 
of nitrogen fertilizer being ap­ 
plied to crops. 
Plants absorb the nitrate; 
then livestock absorb the ni­ 
trate from forages. 
The ni­ 
trate converts to nitrate in the 
trate coverts to nitrate in the 
hibits blood from transporting 
oxygen—consequently the ani­ 
mal suffocates. 
Only one or two cases of 
nitrate poisoning have been re­ 
ported in swine so far. 
But 
the U. of I. swine staff are 
studying the problem so that 
they’ll be one jump ahead if it 
does become wide-spread. 
Tollett gave this report at 
the recent U. of I. Nutrition 
Conference.

THE OFFICIAL population 
count of the state on April I, 
1960 was 10.081,158, according 
to the Census Bureau. This is 
a gain of 1,368,982, or 15.7 per 
cent, over the 8.712,176 in 
1950. 
Changing tile population fig­ 
ures involves work on several 
thousand signs. Present signs 
will 
be used in most in­ 
stances; plates will be re­ 
faced and repainted with a 
reflectorizing material, giving 
the name and population of 
the town or city. 
IN TOWNS and cities where 
there was little change in 
population 
during the 
past 
decade no change will be 
made. 
This 
will 
apply 
in 
areas of less than 1,000 popu­ 
lation where the population 
change was only IO or 15, 
gain or loss, and in cities of 
more than 1,000 where the 
change was less than IOO per­ 
sons. The work is to be com­ 
pleted by June I. 
The job of erecting and 


maintaining the signs is car­ 
ried on by work crews in 
each of the ten districts com­ 
prising the Illinois highway 
system. District headquarters 
are in Elgin, Dixon, Ottawa, 
Peoria, 
Paris, 
Springfield, 
East St. Louis, 
Effingham, 
Carbondale, and Chicago.

Egypt. 
And, of course, there is the 
grandfather—Archie’s 
father
